The claims could be amended so as to 
overcome all the prior art made of record, including the final rejection mailed on 8 February 2005, by amending 
"object" to - keyword object This is illustrated in p. 2/2 of this transmission for claim 1 . - 

I recommend the phrase "keyword object" because it is defined at para. [0179] of the published specification 
(2001/0029466 A1). 

This or any other amendment would require a search of the prior art, and would therefore have to be made by 
RCE.

(a) designating a predetermined^bject to each of a plurality of web pages having 
respective uniform resource locators (URLs); , .

2. (Original) The rewarding method as set forth in claim 1, 

wherein when the determined result at the step (d) is Yes, before performing the step 
(e), a quiz web page is displayed on the user terminal unit, and 

wherein when the number of correct answers that the user have input to the user 
terminal unit in response to the quizzes on said quiz web page is greater than a second 
predetermined value, the step (e) is performed.
